ARRIVES HERE SATURDAY) StFORE COUNCIL 





City Officials and Prominent Citizens 
Will Greet Crew of Train at 1 p.m. 
In Front of Atwood Co.’s Store 





Fresh from causing a sensation 
in New York that, it is said, has 
never been surpassed, the first 
Trackless Train in America is due 
to arrive at the J. J, Atwood 
Company store here on Saturday, 
Dec. 5th, at 1 p.m., en route from 
Los Angeles to New York on the 
second lap of the international 
trip that will take it later to 
Europe in the interests of bet- 
ter motion pictures. 


The Trackless Train, which is 
sponsored by the Metro-Goldwyn 
film company, is also working for 
improved national roads, and in 
doing so has the co-operation of 
automobile associations through- 
out the country. 


The Trackless Train arrived in 
New York from Indianapolis after 
a trial trip that was a series of 
ovations, with schools in the 
smaller towns holding special re- 
cesses that the pupils might see 
the passing of probably the most 
unusual sight that twentieth cen- 
tury ingenuity has produced. In 
every city visited, police moter- 
cycle escorts were necessary ‘to 
prevent the disruption of traffic 
by the great crowds that surround- 
ed the train. At Dayton, Ohio, the 
entire plant of the National Cash 
Register Company suspended work 
for twenty minutes so that the 
6500 employees of the plant might 
see the Trackless Train, the first 
time that the plant suspended for 
such a purpose. 

Governor Donahey of Ohio was 
a passenger on the international 


“Metro-Goldwyn. Special’ when the 


train -passed through Columbus, 
Ohio. _Mayor Kendrick of Phila- 
delphia and ‘city officials were 
guests of the train in the Quaker 
City. In Baltimore Mayor Jackson 
was the “Special’s’’ guest. The 
Mayor of Wilmington rode on the 
train, and in practically | every 
city, obth on the preliminary trip 
to New York and since leaving 
there, civic officials have person- 
ally paid tribute to the Trackless 
Train as the forerunner of a motor 
transport that is destined to be- 
come of general. use. 

The reception of the Trackless 
Train in New York was reported 
to \be without precedent there. 
Fifty thousand people gathered at 
City Hall, where Mayor John F. 
Hylan received the train and rode 
on it as passenger. + 

Driving up Fifth Avenue, the 
world’s greatest thoroughfare, the 
Trackless Train, with smoke pour- 
ing from it, and its bell clanging, 
drew crowds that Fifth Avenue 
had held since the parade 
there that» followed the signing 
of the Armistice. Wherever the 
train appeared in New York, po- 
‘ice were required to. hold back 
the throfigs of people. 

When the train reaches this city, 
it will continue on to New York. 
Afterward, it will be taken abroad 
*‘o extend the work its sponsors 
are doing here. 

It is conceded that no factor has 
ever exerted such influence as the

The first Trackless Train is com- 
posed cf a locomotive with two 
90-horsepower motors, a tender 
and Pullman car with observation 
platform. The Pullman car has 
sleeping and dining accommoda- 
tions for five persons. It has a 
kitchenette and buffet, radio equip- 
ment for entertainment, and is 
lighted, heated and_ ventilated 
electically, with hot and cold run- 
ning water. 

The train is capable of a speed 
of forty miles an hour, and is 
equipped. with all necessary safety 
devices for secure highway trans- 
portation.

And then suppose that the door to this mira- 
ele was slammed in your face just as you were 
preparing to undergo the treatment. Tmagine 
the tremendous disappointment of that. 

The orthopedic hospital at 2400 South Flow- 
er street, Los Angeles, is daily forced to re- 
fuse little, hopeful patients, because it has not 
the space nor the equipment to care for them. 
Last year there were more than 400 turned 
away. 

A report on the conditions of service at this 
hospital-school for crippled .children has just 
been prepared by Preston Trabue Slayback, 
business executive of the Los Angeles Ortho- 
pedic Foundation, at the request of George W. 
Dryer, the president. Every line of this re- 
port spells tragedy for some child. 

According to this report, applications for 
aid have increased more than 300 per cent in 
the last year. From March, 1921, to March, 
1922, there were 858 applications. From 
March, 1924, to March, 1925, there were 2654. 

But the bed capacity of the main hospital 
building is limited. Sixty children ean be 
accommodated there, yet there were occasions 
last year when 76 little patients were crowded 
into the wards. One of these wards is away 


up under the eaves of the roof, with the heads - 


of the child-patierts shoved back into the 
anele where the under side of the roof sweeps 
down to meet the floor. 

“Sneeess is bringing countless hundreds to 
ovr door,”” Mr. Slaybak’e report says, ‘‘and 
today our waiting list dates ahead to Janu- 
ary. Crippled girls in 
staves of orthonedic conditions which, in many 


hoys. and various 
eases, grow worse as time passes, are writing 
until we can make room to’ admit them.’’ 
Ancther lack, that of a second operating 
room, greatly hampers the surgical staff. From 
1921 to March, 1922, there were five mem- 
bers of this staff. Today there are 37, and the 
nimber of operations has increased from 209 
to 575 in a year. The men and women com- 
posing the staff of the school are drawn from 


: the highest professional ranks, and they give. 


their time WITHOUT PAY. And they give 
generously, for they recognize the great need,

there are nine of these men working in the

machines and more men cannot be crowded 
into the room, the shop is four to five weeks 
behind in the delivery of braces. The effect 
of this condition is far-reaching and directly 
hampers the admission of more little cripples, 
for a child patient who must wait in bed four 
or five weeks longer than necessary, waiting 
for a brace, keeps some little applicant wait- 
ing just that number of weeks.”’ 

What should be done? Thus does Mr. Slay- 
back conelude his report. The Orthopedic 
Foundation is asking advice, not money, but 
money, surely, if you wish to give it. 7 

But most of all they are after a solution of 
their problem. Every department is crowded. 
They need more room at once. Hundreds of 
crippled children are demanding their chance. 
What can yu suggest to Mr. Slayback.

Nothing Is Impossible

In this great age of new discoveries and in- 
ventions, it is not safe to make an assertion 
that anything is impossible or unbelievable, 
because too many of those seemingly impossi- 
ble things have actually been realized within 
the past few years, consequently, while it is 
with a grain of skepticism that we hear the 
statement that people are able to see with 
their skin, we are not prepared to say ‘it 
can’t be done.” 

It was just a very short time ago that phy- 
sicians in one of the Paris hospitals tried an 
experiment on a woman who said she could 
see while blindfolded, that proved to their 
satisfaction that she was telling the truth. 
While the physicians were watching the blind- 
folded woman one of their number was in- 
structed to secure something for her to read. 
He stepped into another room, tore off a sheet. 
from a calendar pad, and without looking at 
the date himself n order to avoid the possi- 
bility of the woman being a mind-reader, he 
held the slip of paper up before her face. In- 
stantly she she said, ‘‘you have a sheet of a 
calendar pad and the date is the twenty-ninth 
of Juiy.’’ 

The physicians were nonplused but since 
that time they have made other experiments

whole pages from books while blindfolded. 
Jean Labadie, noted Freneh scientist, and sev-

M. Labadie says that 
aside from the eyes the mdst sensitive part 
of the body for seeing, is the skin of the 
face, especially the forehead. f 
In the tests that were made, one of the 
most remarkable features was the fact that 
the subject tried to pick up an object seen 
through the skin, at one side oof the object, 
indicating that it was not ‘‘seen’’ in its true 
direction. if :
